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The Figures in Regard to the Cost of Labor, Which the Feder- 
ated States of the German Empire Furnished Us on 
Request, Made the Basis of the Attacks. 
WasuinctTon, D. C., June 1, 1909.—The severe charges made re- 
cently by various prominent Senators that the German Government 
was endeavoring to influence tariff legislation in the United States 
hy supplying official information regarding wages, which, upon ex- 
mination, proved them to be much higher than the wages attrib- 
uted to German manufacturers in the hearings before the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House, has caused a disagreeable im- 

pression in German Governmental circles. 

The German Government has been subjected during the past two 
months to attacks by German trade journals for having supplied 
America with German trade secrets. This knowledge of German 
wages, it is alleged, made it possible to adjust the new tariff to a 
level where German goods could not be exported to the United 
States. The abstract of the Foreign Office’s communication 
through Ambassador Hill to the State Department appeared in 
March, and was later reproduced in the German newspapers. It 
brought out savage attacks on the Government for yielding to the 
“impudent demand of the Yankees” for official reports on wages, 
thus arming Germany's competitors with vital information. — 

The State Department, in formulating its ‘request sent through 
Ambassador Hill, is understood to have emphasized the point that 
Germany’s advantage lay in supplying trustworthy information 
with regard to wages, so that the United States could frame its tar- 
iff schedules equitably. Otherwise, it was argued, Germany could 
not complain if erroneous information was used as a basis. 

This request was received December 10, and was made the sub- 
ject of a communication to the Federated States of Germany, each 
of which ultimately obtained the information desired from the of- 
ficial chambers of commerce. The mass of reports was first col 
lated in the Ministry of the Interior, and then in the trade division 
of the Foreign Office. It was transmitted about March 27, and 
arrived at Washington about April 8, being sent in duplicate both 
through Ambassador Hill and Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador at Washington. Some surprise is expressed here that 
for two months the material apparently did not reach the Amer- 
ican Congress, or if it did reach either House it must have been 
pigeonholed. 


Wisconsin Assembly in Favor of Free Pulp. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeTon, Wis., May 31, 1909.—The Wisconsin Assembly struck 
a blow at the principal industry of this State by passing a memorial 
to Congress one day last week asking for the removal of the duty 
on pulp and paper. A proceeding in worse taste it would be impos- 
sible to imagine. Fortunately the Senate has not as yet concurred 
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in this foolishness, and it is hoped that it may not do so. People 
seem to have an idea that if the tariff were removed or reduced 
the great bulk of the consumers of paper would be benefited by re- 
duced prices. As a matter of fact it is no such thing. The only 
kind of paper proposed to be reduced is print paper, and if the 
tariff were removed newspapers that the people buy would be no 
cheaper. The removal of the tariff would simply transfer certain 
dollars from the pocket of the paper manufacturer to the pocket of 
the publisher. No wonder the newspapers are moving heaven and 
earth to make the public believe that the paper tariff is a tax upon 
them, which it is not. Fox River.

FRISCO TRADE RATHER QUIET. 


Despite the Falling Off Business Conditions Seem a Little Better 
—Fruit Wrappers in Demand—Prices Are Unchanged— 
Reports as to the Different Grades—News from the Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, Cal., May 26, 1909.—Most of the local whole- 
sale houses report a very quiet business at the present time, but 
conditions seem to be a little better than they were a month ago. 
Prices are remaining about the same, and with good stocks of all 
grades of paper on hand there seems to be no reason why there 
should The fruit season 
is commencing in California, but so far the demand for tissue 
wrapping papers for use in packing is very light. Cherries are 
about the only fruit now going forward in large quantities, and 
fancy waxed papers are used largely in the packing of this fruit. 


be any changes in the immediate future. 


The better grades of print papers are in larger demand than they 
were a month ago, due to the fact that there have been so many 
changes made on the part of local business houses that new folders 
and circulars have been called for, and considerable advertising is 
being done at the present time. This is also causing an increase in 
the demand for bond papers for letterheads and the like, but this 
is purely a local movement, and its effect is hardly noticeable in the 
business of the large wholesale paper houses. Print papers for news 
purposes are in fair demand, and new papers starting up here and 
there through the State help to boost this department along a bit. 
A new evening paper has been started at Oakland, and this is 
causing an increase in the business done with that city. In San 
Francisco there is danger of one of the new evening papers sus- 
pending publication, as its financial affairs are in the hands of a 
receiver. Several small papers in the western addition have been 
started, but as yet they are not of sufficient size to make much 
difference in the demand. 

Although wrapping paper is still selling here at the same price 
it has been for several months, there is a feeling of uncertainty 
on the part of the trade, owing to the unsettled conditions in the 
Northwest. The starting up of the big Hawley mill at Oregon 
City has caused a price war to be waged there, and wrapping 
papers are selling at all kinds of prices. 

At the present time the Coast paper mills are having a difficult 
time to secure the needed supplies of magnesite. Although there 
is but a limited market for this article, the only location in which 
it can be obtained in paying quantities is in the vicinity of Porters- 
ville, in Tulare County. The available supplies on Magnesite Hill 
have been practically exhausted. 

The old wooden dam at the head of the Truckee River at Lake 
Tahoe, which has been used for many years by the Floriston Pulp 
and Paper Company and an electric power company, is to be sup- 
planted during the coming season by a reinforced concrete dam, to 
regulate the flow of the river. The United States Government is 
making some extensive irrigation improvements in Nevada, and 
wished to have the power people give up the ownership of the 
dam, but they refused to do this, claiming that it would decrease 
the value of their stock. According to the agreement just arrived 
at, the power company will own the dam, but its perpetual control 
will be in the hands of the Government. 

The Curtis Covering Company has filed articles of incorporation 
at Spokane, Wash., and will shortly commence the manufacture 
of pipe coverings and paper goods. A large plant will be erected 
to take the place of the small structure being devoted to manufac- 
turing at 2512 Riverside avenue. 

A new paper mill for Spokane, Wash., is one of the interesting 
possibilities of the near future. W. B. Goodenough, a well known 


mill superintendent, is in Spokane conferring with C. B. Pride, 
and will doubtless co-operate with him in his efforts to establish 
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a mill there. A satisfactory site for a mill has been found, and 
as material is plentiful it is felt that the enterprise would be a 
successful one. 

The proposition of W. C. Day & Son, of Chicago and Michigan, 
to establish a paper mill near Kooskia, Idaho, promises to be car- 
ried out, as the preliminary plans are well under way. Water 
rights have been filed on the middle fork of the Clearwater River, 
and this will be used for driving logs, and a big dam will be 
erected near its mouth. With the sanction of the Department 
of the Interior a body of land has been purchased from the In- 
dians, and nothing is now in the way of installing the plant as 
planned. Jack Wills, of Kooskia, has been made the accredited 
representative of the promoters, and according to him plans for 
the plant, to cost $1,000,000, have already been made. White fir 
is the wood to be used, and there is immense. quantities of this in 
the immediate vicinity that can be secured from the Government 
for a nominal sum. 

The quiet condition of business generally has resulted in a 
cessation of extensive operations for the present on the part of sey- 
eral of the mills of the State, and some of them are closed down 
entirely. From Soquel comes the news that the mill of the South 
Coast Paper Company, recently leased by J. W. C. Stanley and 
associates, has suspended operations on account of a lack of cap- 
ital to place it upon a paying basis. Some extensive experiments 
were made at that place, with the idea of utilizing redwood waste 
for the manufacture of paper, and a plant of commercial size was 
being installed. Active work on this, however, has been suspended 
until sufficient capital can be secured to purchase the necessary 
machinery. A straw board mill for Sacramento was discussed last 
spring, and arrangements for a site made and the details of the 
plant decided upon, but this project has also fallen by the wayside. 
No additions to any of the California mills are being made at the 
present time, and the manufacturing end of the business is as 
quiet as the distributing end. 

The local exporters of paper are very much interested in the 
recent decision that has been announced, whereby it is declared that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission has no jurisdiction over 
ocean carriers, and allows a through rate by rail and water to be 
named without compelling the transportation companies to name 
the proportionate part of the rate. The effect of thi$ ruling, if it 
becomes operative, will mean an increased quantity of paper pass- 
ing through this port to the Orient, instead of the bulk of it going 
Eastward through the Suez Canal, as is the case at present. The 
local exporters have received no definite news in regard to how 
matters stand in this phase of the transportation question, but it is 
their understanding that the old method will go into effect again.

A New Process Odorless Box for Butter. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ottawa, Canada, May 31, 1909.—D. H. Rose, Canadian Trade 
Commissioner in Australia, in a report to the Dominion Govern- 
ment reports that some sample butter boxes from strong paper 
material have just been made, using a patent process held by the 
Clarazite Manufacturing Company, of Melbourne. It is claimed 
for this straw pulp butter box that it is odorless and impervious 
to moisture. Owing to the steady advance in the price of wood 
hoxes the company anticipates a big demand for its output 
Their price has not been fixed, but it will be lower than wood 
Patent rights have been secured for Australia, and are valued by 
the company at $100,000. Mr. Ross says that while those interested 
are enthusiastic over the invention, other expert opinions are to 
the effect that the process is impractical and doomed to failure. 
[he new pulp boxes will be put on the market in June. The de 
mand up to the present time has been met by boxes made from 
New Zealand white pine. A million butter boxes a year are used 
in the Commonwealth. Holders of another patent butter box (made 
from waste paper) of indurated fibre are trying to get capital to 
manufacture These would also be cheaper than the ordinary 
wood box.

for securing it within the outer shell to form a box body with 
double walls throughout its length, and ends for closing the box 
body, said ends having integral flaps extending between the ends 
of the shells and having an adhesive substance thereon for securing 
them in position.”

The Chief Object of the New Law Will Now Be Accomplished, 
as a Case Involving Its Main Provisions Has Been Decided 
Against the Foreign Patent Holder—The Facts.

Apparatus for Making Reinforced Pulp Board. 
William W. Clark, of 


United States patent No. 921.672 on a process and apparatus for 


Minneapolis, Minn., has been granted 
producing a reinforced pulp board. The improved process is a 
continuous one in which wood pulp is simultaneously applied to 
opposite sides of a reticulate, woven fibre reinforcement, ard is 
pressed together so as to unite the fibres through the interstices 
or openings in the metallic reinforcement. The pulp, after it has 
been applied to the opposite faces of the woven wire reinforce- 
ment and pressed together, is further and successively compressed 
until it is brought to the proper compactness and thickness. 

The claim upon which the patent was granted is as follows: 
“In a machine for making reinforced pulp board the combina- 
tion with several pairs of compression rollers, the members of 
said pairs being set successivly closer and closer together in the 
direction of the travel of the material to be compressed, of an 
endless reticulate carrier belt arranged to run between the upper 
and lower compression rollers, a guide arranged to direct the 
reinforcing said and

Silviculture at Yale Forest School. 

There is at present an unfortunate lack of authoritative, scientific 
information in regard to the reproduction, either natural or arti 
ficial, of American forests, of their growth and of the best time and 
methods of cutting them. The recent $100,000 endowment of the 
Morris K. Jesup chair of silviculture at the Yale School 
will render possible the collection of much data on these subjects 


Forest 


and their widespread dissemination. 
The United States has been so richly endowed with natural re- 
sources that the thought of conserving our woods has come late. 
We have been unavoidably ignorant, and therefore excusably heed- 
less. By a careful conspectus made within the last two years of all 
the wooded area of the country, it has been learned that our total 
stand of timber is now between 1,500 and 2.000 billion feet. In 1 
score of years consumption has been doubling on population, and 
lumber prices have shot up. In President Madison’s day the States 
east of the Mississippi comprised over 1,000,000 forested square 
miles, or 700,000,000 acres. Today there are not over 300,000 square 
miles, or 210,000,000 acres, of merchantable forest left in this sec- 
tion. At present about 21 per cent. of our lands is devoted to agri- 
culture; a half century hence it will probably be 50 per cent. We 
had 113,000,000 acres in farms in Lincoln’s day; we have 415,- 
000,000 today. For each citizen there is required one full acre of 
forest land, if, in the coming years, the United States is to be self 
sustaining as regards its timber supply. At present each citizen has 
7% acres to draw from, but in truth he is actually drawing from an 
accumulated surplus of 16 acres per inhabitant. At 
face a timber famine in a comparatively few vears. 
Our national forests form only about one-fifth of our wooded 
lands, four-fifths being private forests.

to have the general principles of forestry understood and practiced.

The items that go to make up these totals, as will be seen from 
the table on page 54 of this issue, include printing papers, writings, 
Under the 
last mentioned heading a miscellaneous lot of papers are grouped, 


envelopes, hangings, playing cards and “All Other.” 


with the result that the value of “All Other” is higher than for 
any of the other items, the figures for April last being $350,425; 
in April, 1908, the value was $353,878. 

Of printing papers the returns show that we exported 8,851,447 
pounds, valued at $257,675, in April of this year, and 6,575,625 
pounds, valued at $216,265, in April, 1908. In writings and enve- 
lopes the figures also show a considerable increase, the values 
being $101,035 for last April and $69,691 for April, 1908. A very 
interesting feature of the statistics for April is to be found in 
a comparison of the figures on printing paper exports; these 
show many surprising changes. For instance, our exports of such 
papers to the United Kingdom increased threefold over the re- 
turns for April, 1908. Other equally surprising changes will be 
noted in scanning the table referred to, which will be found on 
page 54. 

The total paper exports for the ten months period ended April 
30 amounted to $6,263,407. For the same period last year the 
figures were $6,751,895, and $8,367,090 in 1907. 

Our imports of paper for April show a considerable gain over 
those of the same month last year, the values being $1,020,871 for 
April, 1909, and $862,152 for April, 1908. For the ten months 
period ended April 30 in the last three years the figures showing 
total values are: 1909, $8,802,518; 1908, $10,544,285; 1907, $8,438,743. 

In paper stock the returns for the ten months ended April 30 
are about equal to the value of the business done in the same 
length of time last year, the figures being $3,006,535 for the ten 
months ended April 30 of this year and $3,244,224 for the corre- 
sponding period ended April 30, 1908.

Method of Making Manila Rope Paper? 


I write in the hope of getting from someone experienced in that 
line a general statement as to the process of making manila rope 
paper.

Why a Wire Runs Ashore. 
ANSWER TO Question No. 211. 

I would say to “Geo.,” who says he is running an 86 inch ma- 
chine on which the wire does not run steady, and he seems to lay 
the blame to running heavy paper or to the slow speed of the 
machine. Now I have had a little experience with something of 
the same kind, and will say that I do not think it very hard for 
a man to figure out how to overcome such a trouble. When the 
wire seems to hang to one side the only thing to do is to move 
the last suction box a little bit, and it will always make it run 
back again. What causes the wire to go to one side is your Four- 


drinier part is not lined up true, so by having it fixed up you can 
then run as slow a speed as possible, and yet not have any trouble 


with the running of the wire. 
Grooves in Suction Box Make Wire Run Ashore. 
ANSWER TO QueEsTION No. 211. 

In answer to this question relating to the tendency of wires to 
run to one side of the machine when the machine is making heavy 
paper at a slow speed, would say that this is caused usually by the 
suction, and in no way indicates that the wire or Fourdrinier part 
of the machine is at fault. 


WIRE. 


Sometimes the wire will run to the 
front side of the machine and at others to the back, under the 
same conditions, which proves that as far as the trueness of the 
rolls and guide of the machine are concerned they have nothing 
to do with such action. If the author of this question will take 
notice when his wire is running to the back of the machine he 
will see that the guide is working properly and is set to bring the 
wire to the front, but cannot do so on account of the influence of

The Mitscherlich Process Explained. 

ANSWER TO QuEsTION No. 212. 

The Mitscherlich process is a special method applied to the 
manufacture of sulphite pulp, by which it is possible to produce a 
pulp of superior quality than that which is produced by ordinary 
methods. Though the principle by which sulphite pulp is made is 
the same in each case, they are divided into two classes, owing 
to the difference which exists in the duration of the “boil.” In the 
“quick” process the boiling is completed in from twelve to sixteen 
hours, and to insure the separation of the cellulose and non- 
cellulose substance in this time it is 
acid solution and a high temperature. 


necessary to use a strong 
In the “Mitscherlich” process the method is quite different, the 
pressure seldom being above 45 pounds and the time of boiling 
being increased to thirty-five and forty-five hours, and the steam 
used does not come in contact with the pulp during the boiling, but 
passes through a lead coil while the condensed water flows away. 
This pulp is not blown out of the boiler by pressure, as in the 
ordinary method, but is removed by shovels and rakes through a 
large manhole near the bottom of the boiler after the pressure has 
been reduced. After the pulp has been removed from the boiler it 
is washed in long, shallow knot catchers, which catch the hard, un- 
boiled knots or chips, and allow the properly digested pulp to flow 
out. A much acid solution is also employed in the 
“Mitscherlich” method, which goes far toward producing a strong, 
clean and uniform sulphite pulp. PP. &

degree of sizing depends upon the amount of free resin deposited 
upon the fibres, while others who have made a study of the ques- 
tion claim that the active sizing agent is found in the resinate of 
alumina formed when the resin soap is decomposed by the alum. 
The writer knows of some who insist that the mixture of alum and 
size alone gives the sizing to the paper. 

To support the free resin theory paper may be sized without the 
use of alum by making use of sulphuric acid to decompose the 
resinate of soda to liberate the resin. Paper makers agree that 
two parts of crystal soda are required to unite with four parts of 
resin; while if good soda ash be used in place of the crystal form 
one part will form a neutral resinate with four of resin, 

The following will give a reliable size of a light brown color and 
the paper will improve in quality and strength if allowed to stand 
for a week or ten days before using: dissolve 98 pounds of good 
soda ash in 36 gallons of boiling water and then add 420 pounds 
of powdered resin. The best form of boiler to boil this in is a 
jacketed one, as by using it the increase of water due to the con 
densation of the steam used to boil with is avoided. The resin 
should be thoroughly powdered before putting into boiler. Much 
care and attention must be given to the boiling and the temperature 
at no time should be any higher than is necessary to dissolve the 
resin. When all the resin has been united with the soda the steam 
should be shut off, as further boiling weakens the strength of the 
size. To determine if the resin has properly combined with the 
soda a little size should be taken out and poured into a pail of 
tepid water. If it is right it should dissolve at once, and on plac- 
ing it on the back of the hand there should be no deposit of resin. 
If the resin has not gone into the solution the hairs on the back 
of the hand will be quite sticky by the uncombined resin, showing 
that more boiling or the addition of more soda ash is necessary. 
After succeeding in making the size so as to stand the above test, 
it should be carefully screened through a fine wire seive before 
being put into the store tanks. Size prepared in this way will not 
yield much lye when kept for two or three weeks, for it does not 
contain an excess of soda. 

Now as to the use of this size in connection with paper, the 
writer has some very firm convictions, and very often paper makers 
blame a size for not giving the paper a good sizing quality when 
the fault is in the way the size has been applied to the stock and 
its treatment thereafter. 

When size is added to the beaters the fibres should be beat so as 
to make them long, smooth and slow, as in this condition they will 
hold the size added to the beater of stock and should properly 
size the paper. Of course the quantity and quality of alum used 
in conjunction with the size have a bearing on results and experi 
ence alone will teach what is proper. Heating the stock on the ma- 
chine is a size destroyer, as are fast speed and fast beating, Where 
a hard sized paper is desirable the stuff on the wire should carry 
the water well forward, and the suction applied to the sheet should 
be as light as possible, as a heavy suction has a tendency to part 
the size from the paper. The drying of the paper must be slow 
and gradual and the dryers at no time should be overheated.

Setting Up a New Cutter Knife. 


ANSWER TO QUESTION No. 215. 

Not much advice can be given in regard to starting a new cutter 
knife other than to take plenty of time in adjusting it, for one lit- 
tle miscue will do much damage and make the work of an hour or 
two amount to nothing. The revolving knife should be set up to the 
bed knife until it barely touches it, and from this point it should be 
gradually put forward until it will cut one sheet of paper, turning 
the drum by hand. After putting on the speed be sure that all is 
secure before starting the knife. CUTTER. 
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Amount of Alum to Use in Size. 
ANSWER TO QuEstTION No. 216. 

In answer to “Alum II” will say that the amount of alum re- 
quired to decompose the size or rather the resin soap will depend 
upon the amount of resinate of soda to be acted upon. A size 
which contains a large percentage of free resin, already precipi- 
tated by the degree of dilution to which it has been reduced, will 
require less than one in which the percentage of sodium resinate 
is greater. To find the exact amount necessary to decompose the 
size you should place about 50 c.c. of it in a glass flask, and the 
number of c.c. of alum necessary to convert all the resinate of soda 
into resinate of alumina should then be run into it from a grad- 
uated burette. In this manner the correct proportions for the solu- 
tions employed in each particular mill can be determined. As a rule 
paper makers add a little more alum than is required to form the 
size coating. This excess has a tendency to harden the paper and 
impart to it a rattle, besides acting as a mordant in fixing the color.

Details About Shower Pipes. 
ANSWER TO QUESTION No. 217. 

Regarding the revolving shower pipes, the holes in this pipe 
should be no larger than what are used in the ordinary shower pipe, 
a little smaller, if anything, and should be one-quarter of an inch 
apart. The size of the pipe depends upon the pressure of water, 
and if you have good pressure a 2 inch pipe will be correct. The 
pipe should be placed far enough from the slices to prevent the 
water from dropping beyond them as the pipe revolves. PIPE, 

A Congest of Opinions on Drying. 
ANSWER TO QuEsTION No. 108. 

As is natural, many and various are the ideas held regarding 
the “dryers.” A digest of expert opinion produces the following 
congest: The factor which exerts the greatest influence on the 
hardness of the sizing is the manipulation of the drying cylinders. 
Errors may arise through too cautious application of the heat, as 
well as by overheating. Engine sized paper, if merely air dried at 
a low temperature, will not show its maximum resistance, because 
the particles of rosin are not fused together. But this fusion is 
not merely a matter of the temperature reached, say, on the Jast 
drying cylinders. In order to obtain it the rosin must be subjected 
to a certain degree of temperature while it is still in the presence 
of a certain amount of water. Hard sizing is then the result of 
the most favorable temperature simultaneously with the most 
favorable degree of moisture. In carrying the paper over from 
the wet end to the drying apparatus, sudden and violent changes 
of temperature are to be avoided, otherwise the paper becomes 
irregular and cockly. The first drying cylinders, therefore, must 
serve as intermediaries, and must not be heated too strongly 
But as soon as this purpose is accomplished the temperature of the 
paper must be constantly and rapidly raised, so that it reaches 175° 
to 195° C. before any considerable quantity of water has been 
evaporated. This is the most favorable temperature for hard siz- 
ing, but it must be understood that an opportunity must be 
afforded for the interior of the sheet to reach this point, as well 
as the top and bottom surfaces. 

In badly constructed cylinders the temperature of the walls may 
not be evenly distributed, and may be higher at the end at which 
the steam enters than at the other end. In such cases streaks 
of harder and softer sizing will be noticed in the machine direction 
of the web. 

When once the right degree of moist heat necessary for the 
completion of the sizing has been reached, any further increase of 
temperatute is harmful to the papers, since if the last cylinders 
be too hot a well sized paper may become soft sized again under 
the pressure of the calenders. 

The temperature of the cylinders should therefore gradually 
decrease toward the end of the drying apparatus, particularly since 
the paper when dry gets hot more readily than when it is moist.

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A YEAR’S PROGRESS IN PAPER TESTING. 


In His Book, “New Points of Paper Testing in 1908,”’ Professor 
Herzberg Reviews the Ground Gained Within the Year in 
Various Ways in the Testing of Raw Materials and Paper. 


In various branches of the paper industry efforts have of late 
been made to sum up recent improvements and discoveries. As 
illustrating the salient points of the subjects handled, a brief re- 
capitulation of the main features of Professor Herzberg’s paper 
on “New Points of Paper Testing in 1908” will doubtless prove of 
interest. Among the chief divisions of the paper are: Raw Ma- 
terials, Kaolin, Shortening of Fibres in Grinding, Moisture of 
Pulp, Sampling of Pulp for Moisture, Fineness of Fibres in Pulp, 
Filling Substances, Strength of Sizing and Coating, Transparency 
of Paper, Absorbent Properties of Blotting Paper and Copying 
Paper, Absorption of Moisture and Water by Paper, Parchment 
Paper, Tests for Folding, Strength of Paper, Tests of Paper Cut- 
tings, and, finally, Tests of the Durability of Printing. Paper. 

RAw MATERIALS FOR PAPER MANUFACTURE. 

Commenting upon the tests reported by Herr Belani, the absence 
of some important ingredients of paper manufacture is referred 
to. Besides wood pulp, straw pulp, rag pulp, ground wood, rosin, 
sulphate of alumina, chloride of lime, dyes, casein, gum arabic, 
beeswax and paraffin (twelve in all), various other important com- 
ponents are named by Professor Herzberg, such as water, caustic 
lime, soda, animal glue, starch, filling substances, etc. A more 
thorough treatment of this question is advocated. 

KAOLIN. 

In place of the usual method of testing the purity of kaolin by 
means of oil of turpentine, Dr. Klemm has perfected a process 
by which glycerine is used for the purpose. In this way differ- 
ences of color in kaolin and other filling substances are brought 
out. 

SHORTENING OF Freres IN GRINDING. 

From experiments reported on by R. W. Sindall, it was found 
that by continuing the grinding process for thirty-seven hours 
instead of for eight hours, the extent of lengthening in the fibres 
was reduced from 1.6 mm. to 0.56 mm. (0.062 inch to 0.022 inch). 

DETERMINATION OF MOISTURE IN PULP. 

Dr. Schwalbe has proposed distillation with petroleum, by which 
means the moisture passes off with the oil into a measuring tube. 
Professor Herzberg considers this distillation process is not com- 
patible with the drying of large quantites of pulp, as required for 
industrial tests. He remarks that the present appliances at the 
temperature of 100° to 105° C. allow of easy operation and con- 
trol. These drying stoves are heated by steam or electricity. 

SAMPLING OF PULP FoR MOISTURE. 

R. W. Sindall devised a set of rules for the uniform drawing 
of samples, which formed the basis of the proposals under this 
head, agreed upon for the protection of buyers and sellers by the 
British Pulp Association, in conjunction with the English Paper 
Makers’ Association. According to regulations of a minutely 
precise character, triangular samples are drawn from a number of 
sheets in such a way as to insure getting a strictly accurate type. 
The wish is expressed by Professor Herzberg that the German 
associations interested in the subject should endeavor to introduce 
similar regulations for sampling pulp. 

FINENESS OF FIBRES IN PULP. 

While the qualities of pulp used only to be ascertained by prac- 
tical experience, the “sediment tester” invented by Dr. Klemm 
and made by Schopper, of Leipzig, has proved a valuable aid to 
paper manufacturers in their tests of pulp. 

FILLiInG SUBSTANCES. 

The rules for the testing and purchase of filling substances pre- 

pared by Herr Belani were published by the Society of the Cell- 
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stuff and Paper Chemists’ Association, but were not considered to 
fully cover the ground. 

For the determination of the presence of caseins the need is 
mentioned of a reliable process, neither of the methods now in 
use being entirely satisfactory. Reference is made to the new 
process of Cross, Bevan & Briggs for the quantitative definition 
of animal glue or sizes in paper. An atlernative process by Kjel- 
dahl is also mentioned. Other papers on the determination of 
rosin, animal glue and casein are criticised as containing no ele- 
ments of novelty, 

Tests FOR STRENGTH OF SIZING. 

In dealing with this subject, during the year 1908, Dr. Klemm 
discriminated between the resistance of sizing to ink and the man- 
ner in which it is affected by other influences, such as oil, alkaline 
solutions, etc. In the course of his paper on the subject he de- 
scribed the processes by which these various tests could be made. 

Tests FOR STRENGTH OF COATING. 

Tests are described for determining the strength of the coating 
on paper by rubbing, as well as by the use of ink and some adhesive 
substance. 

TRANSPARENCY OF PAPER. 

An interesting series of tests was described by Dr. Werner 
Schmidt. He distinguished between the property of transmitting 
light (represented by a percentage) and the possibility of reading 
print under the paper. 

ABSORBENT PROPERTIES OF BLOTTING PAPER. 

This subject was treated in detail by Beadle & Stevens, the time 
allowed for absorption corresponding with that of Klemm’s process 
for the same purpose, 

PROPERTIES OF CopyING PAPER. 

Professor Herzberg remarks that there is at present a lack of 
definite and generally accepted principles for the testing of copying 
paper. As a merchant wants to keep the copies of his letters in 
legible condition for at least ten years, the need has been apparent 
for a certain minimum strength of paper, to be determined by com- 
parison with approved standards. A minimum and a maximum 
degree of absorption is moreover needed, as the paper must be suf- 
ficiently absorbent to take the ink, but not to such an extent as to 
cause blurring. A series of tests more or less complete for the de- 
termination of the last named point are described. 

ABSORPTION OF MoIstuRE AND WATER BY PAPER. 

In a series of tests for determining the absorption of atmospheric 
moisture by paper (after being suspended for seventy-two hours in 
air at a relative humidity of 85 to 90 per cent.), it was demon- 
strated that the degree of sizing is of secondary importance, while 
the method of grinding exercises considerable influence on the 
results. Papers of the character of parchment papers absorbed at 
a normal degree of humidity about Io per cent. of moisture, and at 
go per cent. about 15 per cent. These results, however, are not of 
general application. The results of ten samples of wrapping paper 
at 85 to 90 per cent, humidity showed an absorption of 12 to 14 
per cent. The duration of the tests was perhaps needlessly long, 
and by frequent weighing might have been found susceptible of 
reduction. Other tests dealt with the direct absorption of water 
by paper. 

PARCHMENT PAPER. 

Tests were made of the strength and air tight properties of parch- 
ment paper. The resistance to air can best be determined by actual 
pneumatic pressure, while the test for the paper being greaseproof 
could be made with oil of turpentine. 

TESTS FOR RESISTANCE TO FOLDING. 

The Material Testing Station at Gross Lichterfelde has made 
various tests with the Schopper folding tester, which will likewise 
be used in further experiments. Professor Herzberg warmly rec- 
ommends it to all paper manufacturers making their own tests for 
strength.

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ENGLAND’S NEED OF REFORESTATION. 


The Recommendations of a Royal Commission Which Recently 
Reported Are Used as the Basis of Proposed Action by the 


Government—Speech of the Chancellor on the Question. 


England, with a smaller percentage of forested area than any 
other civilized country, is importing enormous quantities of wood 
in various forms. About go per cent. of all the timber she uses 
for it 
The United Kingdom, contrary to 


comes from her colonies or other countries, and she must 


pay yearly some £30,000,000. 
the general impression, has a great deal of waste land that could 
be profitably devoted to timber production and made to supply 
much of the demand for timber by her varied industries. 

That the necessity for further developing the natural resources 
is now fully realized by the leading English statesmen is strikingly 
evidenced in the budget which has recently been introduced into 
the House of Commons. The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. 
Lloyd George, made a speech of nearly four and one-half hours in 
explanation of the many items and new provisions of the budget. 
According to the London Daily News, this speech marked a record 
unparalleled since the achievement of Mr. Gladstone in the fifties. 

In outlining the budget’s proposals 
development, the Chancellor said that 


for forestation and national 
it might not be the function 
of the Government to create work, but that it is an essential part 
of its business to see that the people are equipped to make the best 
of their own country, and, if necessary, help it to do so. A state 
can and ought to take a larger and wider view of its investments 
than individuals. The resettkement of deserted and impoverished 
parts of its own territories might not bring to its coffers a direct 
return which would reimburse it fully for its expenditures, but 
the indirect enrichment of its resources would more than compen- 
sate for any apparent or immediate loss. Any man who had 
crossed and recrossed England from north to south, and from east 
to west, must have been perplexed at finding there was so much 
waste and wilderness possible in such a crowded little island. 

“This brings me straight,” Mr. Lloyd George continued, “to the 
question of afforestation. There is a very general agreement that 
some be taken in will not say of 
afforesting, but of reafforesting the waste land of this country. 
Here, again, we are far behind every civilized country in the world. 
In Germany, for instance, out of a total area of 133,000,000 acres 
34,000,000, or nearly 25 per cent., are wooded. In France, out of 
130,000,000 acres I7 per cent. are wooded. In the United King- 
dom, out of 77,000,000 acres, only 3,000,000, or 4 per cent., are un- 
der wood. The number of people directly employed in forest work 
in this country is only 16,000, and yet the climate and soil of this 
country are just as well adapted for the growth of marketable 
trees as those of the estates of Germany. 


steps should the direction, | 


“Recently we have been favored with a striking report of a 
royal commission, which outlines a very comprehensive and far 
reaching scheme -for planting the wastes of this country. The 
systematic operation which the commission recommends is a gi- 
gantic one, and before the Government can be committed to it in 
all its details it will require very careful consideration by a body 
of experts skilled in forestry. I am informed that there is a good 
deal of preliminary work which ought to be undertaken before the 
Government can safely begin planting on the large scale indicated 
in that report. 

“T will tell the House what we propose to do: There is a cer- 
tain amount of money, not very much, spent in this country in a 
spasmodic kind of way, on what I may call the work of national 
development—in light railways, in harbors, in indirect but very 
meagre assistance to agriculture. I propose to gather all these 
grants together into one national development grant, and to put in 
this year an additional £200,000 for these 


sum of purposes. 


Legislation will have to be introduced, and I will then explain the 
objects in greater detail, but the grant will be used in the promo- 
tion of schemes which have for their purpose the development of 
the resources of the country. 

“It will include such objects as the institution of schools of 
forestry, the purchase and preparation of land for afforestation, 
the setting up of a number of experimental forests upon a large 
scale, expenditure upon scientific research in the interests of agri 
culture, experimental farms, the improvement of stock, the equip 
ment of agencies for disseminating agricultural instruction, the 
encouragement and the promotion of co-operation, the improve- 
ment of rural transport so as to make markets more accessible, the 
facilitation of all well considered schemes for attracting labor back 
to the land by small holdings or reclamation of wastes. Every 
acre of land brought into cultivation, every acre of cultivated land 
brought into a higher state of cultivation, means more labor of a 
healthy and productive character; it means more abundant, cheaper 
and better food for the people.” 

Other authorities estimate that there are about 20,000,000 acres 
of waste land in the United Kingdom, and that at least half of this 
area, Or 10,000,000 acres, is suitable for tree growth, and will pro- 
duce timber if planted. A yearly appropriation for forestation and 
national development along the lines indicated in the Chancellor's 
speech would ultimately result in immense benefit to the country, 
and make it far less dependent than at present upon foreign 
sources of timber supply, which in many cases are decreasing.

STRENGTH OF PAPER. 

The experiments made by R, W. Sindall were referred to in de- 
tail and their results quoted. The samples were taken both longi- 
tudinally and transversely; likewise at an angle. The tests of hand 
made papers displayed more uniformity in results than was the case 
with those made by machine. 

PAPER CuTTINGS FREE FROM SURROGATES? 

In an interesting case quoted a contract had been made by a paper 
factory for the purchase of a quantity of paper cuttings, “free from 
surrogates.” This meant pure rag paper, but the article delivered 
was 45 per cent. esparto, 4o per cent. wood pulp and 15 per cent. 
cotton. 

DurRaBILity OF PrinTING PAPER. 


Prominence is given to the efforts made by the Material Testing 
Station directed to the use of materials for printing paper, insuring 
the durability of the product. Among the results of these measures 
is the decision of the Prussian Academy of Science to print its bul- 
letins and other literary matter on paper specially chosen for the 
purpose in view. 

ProressorR HERZBERG TO Report ANNUALLY ON TESTS. 

The above brief summary of the main features of Professor 
Herzberg’s report is necessarily in the nature of an index, grouping 
the facts in their natural sequence. It is of interest to note that 
Professor Herzberg will make this report*annually. Specialization 
is the order of the day in German technical circles. With such 
experts as Prof. Dr. Schwalbe and Herr ‘Alfred Lutz dealing with 
periodical literature affecting chemical and mechanical processes of 
the paper industry, and with Dr. Klemm and Professor Herzberg 
handling recent chemical discoveries and tests in general, there is 
apparently an organized effort being made to disseminate in the 
German paper industry the fullest technical information affecting 
that branch of manufacture.

Teachers to Co-eperate With Forest Service. 

Teachers throughout the country have been invited by the United 
States Forester to co-operate with the Forest Service in an effort 
to obtain more definite knowledge of the characteristics of the most 
important forest trees of the United States. To do this it will be 
necessary to obtain a large number of volunteer observers who will 
collect material on the time of leafing, blossoming and fruiting of 
the various kinds of forest trees. In his letter inviting the co- 
operation of the teachers, Forester Pinchot says: 

“Knowledge of this kind is greatly needed and will be of value 
from the standpoint both of education and of practical forestry. 
For educational purposes the results obtained for each species, 
averaged and presented graphically by means of colored charts, 
will be available to all who are interested in the subject, and par- 
ticularly to schools. They will form virtual ‘tree calendars, and 
will be valuable aids to nature study. 

“Children can readily be interested in the actual work of obtain 
ing records. This should form an attractive outdoor feature of the 
school work that should serve to develop the ‘faculty of accurate 
observation, and at the same time to promote an interest in forestry 
which may lead to a better appreciation of its aims and methods. 


‘It may also prove to be a profitable addition to botany courses for 


older students. 

“A study of this kind will be of great value to practical forestry, 
since the proper treatment of forests depends partly upon a knowl- 
edge of these characteristics of trees. For example, the time of year 
at which a tree leafs out and blossoms is one of the indications as 
to whether or not it is frost hardy in a given region, and the length 
of time that a tree is in leaf influences the growth it is able to 
make during the season. Knowledge of the time when seeds of 
each species ripen in various localities is of great value to those 
who are collecting seed, since seed often deteriorates or is eaten 
by squirrels and birds if not gathered and stored as soon as ripe. 

“Another result of this study will be a more intimate knowledge 
of climate as manifested by plant growth, for differences in climate 
are shown by plant life as well as by instruments, and a prelim- 
inary idea can thus be gained as to whether a given region is 
suited to a valuable tree which it is desired to introduce: there 
Many such examples could be given, but sufficient has been said to 
show that the results of these observations will be a real help to 
practical forestry, in addition to their general interest and edu- 
cational value. Volunteers will later be supplied with publications 
and charts containing the information they help to gather, as a re- 
turn for the services rendered.” 

On request, the Forest Service will be glad to send forms upon 
which to record data and a pamphlet containing full instructions as 
to the nature of the observations and how they are to be made.
